“Nature Notes” 

By Sendor Junkunc 


Being a naturalist of the 
serious sort often requires 
one to be a detective of the 
first order. Many a situation 
presents itself when one has 
to search for evidence that 
wildlife had been active in 
the area. Then this evidence 
must be intelligently pieced 
together in an attempt to 
form a realisic picture of 
what animal was involved — 
and what drama in nature 
was being portrayed ’ It 
sounds a little bit like seme 
mystery story being present¬ 
ed on stage. The only dif¬ 
ference is that the charac¬ 
ters are real, and the stage 
may be a woods or stream 
or meadow. 

A good example of this 
occured just last week while 
I had my class involved in 
its annual outdoor education 
program. As we were hiking 
up the Mt. Wilson Toll Road, 
one of my students picked 
up a feather. I identified it 
as coming from a great 
horned owl. Another feather 
was found, then another. It 
was then that we realized 
that this evidence was found 
directly beneath a small 
telephone pole. 

The power in the brain 
whirred, as memory cells 
spurted out informati on: 


Crib Crop ... 

The following are births 
at the Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Hospital during the 
past several days as issued 
by the public relations de¬ 
partment: 


owls like to oerch to look 
for food, and to eat their 
prey. More data came to the 
forefront of my conscious¬ 
ness* owls, along with some 
hawks have a special huilt- 
in ‘‘garbage compactor”! Be¬ 
cause owls cannot digest the 
bones and fur of the rodents 
they eat, it is all pushed, by 
muscular action, into a small 
pouch in their throat. When 
this special pouch is full . . . 
after the the owl’s throat 
muscles have firmly com¬ 
pacted the bones and fur 
into it . . . the owl meiely 
spits it out, where it drops 
onto the ground! The pressed 
fur and bones are called an 
‘‘owl pellet.” 

With all this memory in 
formation flooding into one’s 
consciousness, the next ob¬ 
vious step was excited ac¬ 
tion! 

That is exactly what hap¬ 
pened? The search was one 
. . . for more evidence that, 
indeed, an owl had perched 
there on the short telephone 
pole and ate a meal. First, 
“whitewash” (the owl’s drop¬ 
pings) was found on the 
pole and the ground. Fur¬ 
ther investigating revealed 
not one, but seven owl pel¬ 
lets! Putting all the evi¬ 
dence together . . . the owl 
feathers, whitewash, and 
finally the seven owl pellets, 
th(‘ total picture was ob¬ 
vious. A great horned owl 
had used the telephone pole 
as a perch for hunting, then 
eating his prey!

Problems With 
IRS? Here's Help 

Taxpayers who feel that 
their complaints and prob¬ 
lems are not getting proper 
attention from the Internal 
Revenue Service can get 
help from the Problem Reso¬ 
lution Office (PRO). 

PRO was established to 
handle tax problems that 
individuals have not been 
able to resolve through nor¬ 
mal channels. 

For example, a taxpayer 
who is continually billed for 
taxes due, despite repeated¬ 
ly presenting proof that he 
does not owe the taxes, 
could turn to PRO. Usually, 
PRO will respond to the in¬ 
dividual within five days. If 
a delay is unavoidable, PRO 
will give the taxpayer a sta¬ 
tus report and a. projected 
completion date. 

Problems with refun d s, 
billings, and questions on 
the status of an audit can 
be referred to PRO. However, 
the IRS stresses that PRO is 
net a substitute for normal 
taxpayer assistance or for 
tax appeals. PRO cannot 
overturn a decision made 
during an audit. It also 
cannot handle Freedom of 
Information requests, com¬ 
plaints against IRS hiring 
practices or Privay Act in¬ 
quiries. 

PRO is also helping to 
prevent problems. Som e - 
times persistent difficulties 
are the result of problems in 
the system. PRO brings 
these problems to the atten¬ 
tion of IRS management, 
and often procedural chan¬ 
ges can bo made effecting a 
permanent resolution.

utes and move it up as the 
.swelling advances. This 
treatment, however, is not 
effective after more than 
two hours. 

— Make 1/8 to U inche- 
long incisions over each 
fang mark. About 1/8 to 
inch deep is usually ade¬ 
quate; the cuts should be in 
one direction only (not in 
crosses). Use suction to re¬ 
move venom. Suction cu\>s 
(found in snakebite kits) are 
preferable to oral suction; 
but, in an emergency, oral 
suction may have to be 
used. Incisions are of no 
value without suction.
